The court examined ail of the election 
officers, except one who was not produced, 
Ail of these officers also theught that they 
had made no mistake, some of them deciar- 
ing that it was impossible that such an 
error could have been made, The election 
board was pr baby as competent as ever 
was appointed, consisting of three Kepub- 
licans and three Demvecrats, all of them 
keen, sharp men, familiar with ficures. 

I. B. Newton, one of the inspectors, tes- 
tified that he had had charge of all the of- 
lie business of Harper, Keynoids & Co. 
since 1884; that his business was entirely 
with figures; that the tickets were counted 
by Baker or Blake and then by bimself, 
and their count agreed; that he correctly 
cuunted them and correctly announced the 
count, and that the figures were correcti 
entered; that he does not tink it possible 
that they made a mistake. 

A. O. Blake, a Democratic inspector, tes- 
tified that ne counted the ballots first and 
counted them correctly, and saw them Cur- 
rectly entered on the tally sheet, 

C. Galpin, one of the clerks, testified that 
he was a Democrat; that he saw the bai ots 
counted; that they were correctly counted, 
and that be correctly entered them on the 
tally sheet; that he rememb red from the 
counting that the Democratic straight 
ticken were not so many as the Republican 
straight tickets; that he was positive they 
were correctly entered; that he would not 
admitthat he was mistaken if the taily 
sheet and ballots differed; that it would be 
easier for him to suppose that the bailots 
had been tampered with than that they had 
made u mistake. 

O. M. B ker testified that he stood beside 
Mr. Blake and watched him count the 
tickets, and that they were correctiy 
counted, and then passed by him to Mr. 
Newton, counted by him, and then counted 
by the other judge; that they were counted 
correctly, and, to the best of his knowledge, 
were correctly entered on the tally sheet. 

Arthur Bray testified that he heard them 
counted; that he thought they were cor- 
rectly counted; hat he was positive that 
he had eutered them correctly on the tally 


sheet, 

F. V. Bell testified that he was a United 
States Deputy Marshal; that he overlooked 
the counting and was psitive that the 
count of the Republican and Democr.tic 
straight tickets was correctly made aud tal - 
lied; that he saw them cou ited and on- 
tered, and sat beside the clerk who made 
the tally-list which was returned, and saw 
him make the entries, : 

J. J. Flanagan testified that he was a 
Democrat and Deputy United States Super- 
visor; that he heard and saw the tickets 
counted; that they were c unted correctiy 
aloud and currectiy announced. 

The evidence showed that there were a 
number of other spectators in the room 
during the counting, but no witness was 
produced who had even an indistinct idea 
that any error had been made by the board. 
As the result was dependent upon Pre- 
cinct 36 no evidence was introduced in re- 
gard to the other precincts. 

« & PECULIAR FACT. 

The recount, if accepted, shows serious 
errors in nearly all of the other precincts; 
two of them being correct, and in two 
others the error being probably the result of 
the failure of the board to count for Kowan 
Democratic vignette tickets with the naine 
of Mayo upon them. 4 _ circumstance 
which, taken with the other evidence in 
the case, may be regarded as of sume 
weight, is the peculiar fact that the er- 
rors, if made, with one exception, were all 
in favor of Forrester; and it is not claimed 
there was any misconduct on the part of the 
election officers, so that these errors, if they 
occurred, were all the result of mistake. 
There. ie no apparent reason why errors 
should. not have been made against one as

the part of the boards, the errors should be 
in such overwhelming proportion against 
one of the parties. 

Applying the rule that the contestant 
must show that the ballots were safely kept 
and not exposed to danger of being tam- 
pered with, to the evidence in this case, I 
am not satisfied that the identity of the bal- 
lots has been established, and for that rea- 
son reject the recount and adopt the origi- 
nal returns. 

Let findings and judgment be prepared in 
accordance with this opinion.

THE SALOON CASES. 
Argued Before Justice Owens 


on Demurrer. 


THE ARRAY OF LEGAL TALENT 


The Sunday-closing Ordinance Al- 
leged to Be Unconstitutional 
and That the Cou cil Ex- 
ceeded Its Authority. 


— 


In the Police Court before Judge Owens 
yesterday the deniurrers filed by the al- 
leged violators of the Sunday law were ar- 
gued and taken under advisement. The 
city was represented by Deputy City 
Attorney Crutcher, while the defendants 
were very generously represented by nu- 
metous counsel. 

All of the demurrers alleged, among 
other things: 

First—That the court has no jurisdiction 
over the persons of the defendants. 

Second—That the court has no jurisdic- 
tion over the subject matter of the offense. 

Third, That the complains is ambiguous 
and uncertain, for the reason that it does 
not state th .t the alleged offense was com- 
mitted in violation of any particui.r 
ordinance, giving number and date of its 
passage and the provisions thereof. 

Fourth. ‘That the complaint is uncertain, 
for the reason that it does not set forth 
whether or pot the ordinance which it is 
alleged the provisions of which were 
Violated, was ever puolished in a news- 
paper inthe city of Los Angeles, or was 
ever pusied the necessary time required by 
the statutes in order to make it a binding 
and effective ordinauce. 

Fiftu. That the complaint is ambiguous 
and uncertain, for the reason that it does 
not state the provisions of the alleged or- 
dinance, or that any such ordinance was 
duly passed by the City Council or approved 
by the Mayor in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the ch .rter, or that the same ever 
— a law or is a valid ordinance. of the 
city. 

Sixth. Thatif there ever was such an 
ordinance, that it is unreasonable and con- 
tr ry to the Constitution of the United 
States and the Coustitution of the State 
of California, .- 

Seventh. That the city of Los Angeles 
never had. the power to pass any such ordi- 
nance as is alleged and attempted to be set 
up in the complaint. 

Kizhth. ‘That there is no such court in 
the city of Los Angeles authorized by any 
Statute as “the Pulice Court of the City of 
Los Angeles.” 

C. C. Stephens, one of the attorneys for 
the defense, held in his argument that the 
ordinance was unfair, unjust and oppres- 
sive; that in pissing it the Council had ex- 
ceeded its authority; that while the body 
had power to regulate the sale of intoxicat- 
115 liquor, it did not-have the power to pro- 
hibit or f-rbid the traffic altogether. 

Mr. Guthrie, also counsel for the defense, 
argued against the validity of the police 
court. 

Each demurrer was answered in detail by 
Deputy City Attorney Crutcher. He heid 
that the Whitney Act now applied to this 
city, it having a population of over 30,000, 

Judge Owens took the cases under advise- 
ment until next Tuesday.

Dvusuin, Dec. 24.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.] At a meeting of 
the McCarthyites Committee today, 
Davitt denied that the priests had 
used intimidating tactics in North 
Kilkenny. . Healy said that the League 
funds in Ireland were overdrawn to 
the extent of £2000, as the bulk of the 
money was locked up in Paris. Healy 
added that a compromise arrangement 
between Parnell and his opponents 
was out of the question, and that the 
latter would fight to beat Parnell on 
every platform. 

Healy also said that, had Scully won, 
he would have been unseated owing to 
bribery and corruption by his pelitical 
agents, who expended in the campaign 
£1,000 more than the legal allowance. 
Healy declared the belief that secret- 
service money had been spentin Kil- 
kenny to widen the split in the Irish 


party. 

United Ireland, referring to the 
election in North Kilkenny, says: 

Kilkenny has declared for Gladstone and 
against Parnell. The battle was fought 
with every weapon ‘hatred, malice, ingrat- 
itude and treachery, could supply, Be- 
hind the mutineers were the priests, eager 
to regain the power Parnell secured for 
Ireland ten years. ago. ‘They sanctioned 
methods of warfare hitherio unused, and 
open fighting supplemented by secret in- 

midation, but although this combination 
secured a victory in Kilkenny, it must be 
remembered th t Kilkenny is not Ireland. 
They shall be forced to renew the battle at 
every spot on Irish soi from the center to 
the sea. 

Freeman’s Journal says that Parnell 
starts tor Paris tonight to meet his 
trusted lieutenant William O’Brien. 
Parnell, according to the Journal, te- 
tuses to believe that a friendly confer- 
ence between O’Brien and himself will 
be barren of results until they have 
definitely failed to establish a modus 
vivendi.

A POLITICAL CORPSE. 


Boulanger Not R:cognized by the 
French Chamber of Deputies. 
PARIS, Dec. 24.—[By the Associated 
Press.] Boulanger was the subject of 
au interesting discussion in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies yesterday. A year 
ago at the election in one constituency 
ot Montmartre, Boulanger headed the 
poll. His votes, however, were re- 
jected, aud the seat awarded to Jof- 
terir. The latter died a month ago 
and an election was ordered. Bou- 
lauger zent a manifesto advising his 
partisaus to remain neutral at the 
‘election, on tue ground that 
he was the rigbtful member. There 
were many candidates and none 
received the requisite majority. Au- 
other eleotion was held soon after, 
Boulanger repeating his manifesto, 
but at this time Levy was elected. 
Boulanger’s friends then determined 
to press his old claim to a seat beiore 
the Chamber. This was done yester- 
day, aud it was rejected. The feature 
of the debate was a speech of Laguerre, 
formerly an asdens supporter of Bou- 
langer. He said that he voted against 
the claim of his old leader from mo- 
tives of public policy. Boulanger was 
dead, and tbe sooner this fact was rec- 
ogulzed the better for the country.

Won By an American. 
LONDON, Dec. 24:—John Donoghue 
of Newburgh, N. Y., amateur cham- 
pion skater of the United States and

PROTECT YOUR EYES. 


A Few Good Suggestions for The i 
Proper Use. 

Dr. George S. Norton gives the read- 
ers of Harper’s Young People some 

ood advice about the use of the eyes. 

lere are his rules: 

First. Never read by dim light. It 
is a common habit for children and. 
even grown people to read between day- 
light and dark, or in the darkened 
corner of a room. The strain thus pro- 
duced is often sufficient to impair a 
healthy eye, and surely will weaken one 
that is diseased. 

Second. Never read or write with 
the light shining directly in the eye. 
The light should either be covered by 
a shade or be placed above and behind 
the reader, shining over the left shoul- 
der, if the person is right-handed. Inu 
this way the page will be illuminated, 
and the bright rays of the light will 
not enter the eye and so irritate it. 

Third. Do not read lying down. It 
is an unnatural position, tor it requires 
an extra strain on the muscles of the 
eyes, and favors congestion of these 
organs. 

Fourth. Do not read or write with 
the head bent far forward. It is a 
common practice for young people to 
lay the book on a table, bend over it, 
aad, with face close to the page, con- 
tinue reading or writing for a long 
time. This position causes an increased 
flow of blood to the eyes and head, pro- 
ducing symptoms of weakness and in- 
creasing any existing neur-sighted- 


ness. 

Fifth. Avoid reading on the cars, 
or when riding in acarriafe> The 
strain made necessary in the endeavor 
to overcome the unsteadiness of the 
page, and to see distinctly, is often 
sufficient to cause great injury to an 


shes; but do not carry 
it so far away that it is an effort te see 
clearly, When the book is brought too 
close to the face an undue strain is re- 
quired both upon those muscles which 
adjust the vision at different distances, 
and also upon those which turn the 
eyes inward. As a result, marked 
symptoms of weakness in reading will 
in time be noticed. : 

Seventh. Never read or continue 
the use of the eyes after they begin to 
tire, or the head commences to ache. 
These are certain indications that you 
are doing too much, and that rest is 
necessary.

Attorney, Hon, F. P. Kelly, in regard to 
the Chinese pool-rovoma, aud I find that 
two cases charging Chinamen with con- 
ducting percentage “Rudoiph” or Chinese 
pool, were appealed frem our Police 
Court to the Superior Court, and 
are set for hearing on January 19, 1891. 
Tue resuit of these cases in the Superior 
Court, will sette the question of percent- 
age. Tue District Attorney is of the oplu- 
ion that the Police courts, under the Whit- 


ney act, have exciusive jurisdiction in these 


cases; and there are now several such Cases 
iu our Police courts awaiting the result of 
the appeals. 

1 would suggest that these cases be dis- 
posed of, and if the defendants be found 
guilty they can appeal to the higher court. 

I du nut believe it is the duty of this de- 
partment, or our Police cvurts, to look after 
the coustitutionality of any ordinance, or 
Statute of the State, and I wilt endeavor to 
have the old cases pending in Justice Leck- 
wood's court brought to trial as rapidly as 
possible,
